Mission  Gifts 
Continue  Up 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  Gifts  to 
Baptist  mission  causes  received 
through  the  Cooperative  Program 
during  the  month  of  June  reached 
a  total  of  $762,140.  This  brings  the 
total  for  the  first  six  months  of 
1954,  to  $5,518,273,  SB  jperease  of 
*628,116  or  12  85  per  cent  over  the 
first  six  months  of  1953.  according 
ta  Porter  Routh.  executive  secre¬ 
tary-treasurer  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

Designated  gifts  received  ia  June 
totaled  $199,299.  bringing  the  year’s 
total  to  $5,395,978  This  is  a  gaia  of 
$392,686  or  7.86  per  cent  over  the 
same  period  last  year. 

Alaska.  District  of  Columbia,  and 
Virginia  are  the  only  states  not 
showing  an  increase  in  Cooperative 
Program  receipts  when  compared 
with  the  same  period  ia  1951.

Every  Mississippi  Baptist  Church 
that  is  not  now  giving  to  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program  on  a  percent¬ 
age  basis  is  urged  to  consider  (hat 
plan  for  the  coming  year. 

Many  churches  are  already  tak¬ 
ing  steps  in  formulataig  next  year’s 
budget.  Although  most  items  ia 
the  church  budget  are  on  a  flat 
dollar  basis  we  believe  that  the 
Cooperative  Program  should  be 
on  a  percentage  basis. 

By  the  percentage  plan  we  meaa 
that  the  church  would  give  a  defi¬ 
nite  percentage  of  its  undemgnat- 
ed  receipts  rather  than  a  stipulat¬ 
ed  amount  each  month. 

More  and  more  of  our  churches 
are  turning  to  this  plan  but  many 
have  not  done  so  as  yet.  We  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  percentage  plan  is 
better  for  the  church,  and  like¬ 
wise  better  for  the  cause  of  mis¬ 
sions.

R  brought  up  the  subject  tor  considera¬ 
tion  Article  n  ef  the  Constitution  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  dealing 
with  the  purpose  ef  Me  convention 
states:  "It  is  the  purpose  ef  Me  Con¬ 
vention  to  provide  a  general  organi¬ 
sation  for  the  Baptist*  to  Me  United 
States  and  its  tesntone*  tor  Me 
promotion  ef  Christian  missions  at  home 
and  abroad,  and  any  ether  abject*  such 
as  Christian  education  benevolent  enter¬ 
prises  and  social  services  which  it  may

Fer  the  Rfe  ef  me  I 
cannot  see  the  consistency  ef  those  who 
would  avoid  grappling  with  this  issue 
•n  the  grounds  that  it  is  "political" 
when  ao  such  protest  was  ever  register¬ 
ed  by  them  when  the  prohibition  ques¬ 
tion  and  the  question  of  the  appointment 
of  an  ambassador  to  the  Vatican  was 
up  for  consideration,  and  recommenda¬ 
tions  were  voted  by  the  Convention.

I.  THE  PRIVILEGED  DISCIPLES' 
DESIRE  A  FAVOR  OF  THE 
TEACHER. 

These  disciples  were  the  most  | 
fortunate  group  that  ever  lived,  | 
because  they  had  I he  privilege 
granted  to  bo  individual  or  com¬ 
pany  before  or  since,  the  privilege 
•f  walking  and  talking  with  Bie 
greatest  teacher  of  all  the  ages,  the 
one  Man  who  has  had  and  does 
have  all  the  answers.  Those  dis¬ 
ciples  «f  His  had  come  to  know 
Him  aa  the  Master  of  all  situations 
and  eircum stances,  to  control  of  a 
reservoir  of  strength  they  did  not
